The iconoclast opens the way for progress, and 
as a destroyer of idols Mark Twain made a nota- 
ble contribution to civilization the world over. : 

Mark Twain’s clear vision and comprehension 
ofy haman nature led him to an ‘extraordinary 
frankness in his treatment of his subjects and in 
His candor. and homely 
realism made his work a powerful influence for 
simplicity, directness and truth in literature. He 
did much to: eliminate the conventional shams 
and stilted styles of our litérature, and to estab- 
lish better standards.

Consul Rufus Fleming reports from Scotland 
an interesting story of the rise and the fall of an 
extensive raspberry industry in Perthshire.

Someone dis- 
covered that the soil of certain localities in Perth, 
when fertilized at an annual cost of $100 an acre,

Warrants were recently issued {n New York for 
the arrest of three liquor dealers, under circum- 
stances, that disclose a mew and fearful menace 
t6 society, It appears the.art of sophistication 
has devised a method whereby wood alcohdl can 
be substituted in the making of a cheap brand of 
whisky. In-some cases the liquor is flavored with 
kummel or anisette. It has also been marked as 
“Weiss Schnapps.” In every case the results are 
bad. Frequently they are appalling. 

Attention was first drawn to the evil by a re- 
port from the New York Eye and Har Infirmary 
of a number.of cases where the sight of the pa- 
tient was destroyed by the use of the so-called 
“white whisky.” One case was reported of a 





death following the use of the new liquor for less/ 


than a week. The stuff is peddled about New 
York at a rate of 60 cents for half a gallon, and 
it is said that much of it is sold in the East Side

A VANISHING TRADE. 

Henry Holt, the well-known publisher, stated in 
a recent address at Columbia University that 
there were 3000 book stores in the United. States 
in 1880, while now there are not more than 1000. 
In 1880 our population was about 60,000,000; it is 
now about 90,000,000. :With nearly double the. pop- 
ulation, we have more than doubled the wealth 
and the: increase in the output of books is enorm- 
ous. Why, then, has the number of book stores 
fallen off until today it is but’ one-third of what 
it was 30 years ago? : 

Mr. Holt attributes the decrease to the growing 
fondness of the people for cheap periodicals. 
vertising patronage, combined with low postal 
rates enable the publishers of what he calls “sub- 
sidized trash,” to supply it to the public so cheap- 
ly book sellers cannot tompete. That argument, 
however, assumes that the gale of books has de- 
creased along with the decrease in the number 
of book stores. Such assumption is by no means 
justified. It is probable that the sale of books to- 
day through department stores is larger. than it 
ever was through the regular stores. The vanish- 
ing of the book store is merely a single feature in 
the gradual change the big store is bringing about 
in the retail trade. To a large extent it is inevit- 
able. Literature in America is written mainly 
for women, and the trade of women tends moré 
and more toward o.\tralization it department 
stores. Whether we like it or not, the women 
pook-lovers will have it so.

The stories are told in, the words of 
Drew, based on the diary of the old

Daniel Drew was born in Putnam 
County in 1797, and from his Scotch 
father he got a vast store of determi- 
nation and shrewdness. After the death 
of his father and the breaking out of 
the War of 1812 he enlisted in order to 
secure the $100 bounty money. With this 
hundred dollars after the war was over 
he went into business after careful con- 
sideration—and’ the business of buying

‘The laws against the bob veal 
were not very strict in these days,” 
he says in his forceful English, “that is, 
they weren’t enforced.

Here he turned them into a pasture 
for the night, and after the boys had 
gone to bed went out in the moonlight, 
in pursuance of his idea, and sprinkled 
salt all over the ground.

Down the long length of Mahattan 
Island, over the Kissing Bridge at York- 
ville to the Bull’s Head tavern, he drove 
them, and turned them into the pasture 
back of the hotel. When Henry Astor 
came up to look at the cattle Drew 
made some excuse and went out back 
of the barns and told the herd boys to 
give the thirsty cows ali the water they 
wanted. They drank 60 pounds apiece. 

“And you should have seen the cattle 
‘go at it, too,” he says. “You'd have 
thought that they had not had a drink 
for an age. The salt had done its wark. 
They sucked the water in like sponges. 
Do the best they could, the boys 
couldn’t keep the trough full. The steers 
fairly fought with each other for a 
drink.”’ 

Then he went back to the front door 
of the tavern and sat down to “‘visit”’ 
with Heinrich Astor, who liked to be 
called by his German name. Astor com- 
plained at the fads and frills of the city 
fathers who had passed laws about the 
butchers’ hogs running in the streets 
and Astor.said: “That fussy old board 
has passed another ordinance that 
butehers musn’t empty any refuse in 
the street gutter, and now we have_to 
cart the blood and entrails away over 
to the river.”

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“NAILED TO CROSS, 
= 1S RIOTERS DANCE 


Official Is. Crucified by 
Workmen Who Called Him 
Their -‘*Traitor.”’ 


WHEELING, W. Va., April 23.—A 
crown of thorns on his head, his hands 
nailed to an improvised cross, and his 
body. bound, stoned and slashed, George 
Rabis, a mine official, was crucified 
with Biblical realism at Avella, Pa., 
early today, as an employers’ spy, while 
his slayers, a mob of miners, danced 
around his writhing body and continued 
his inquisitorial torture for more than 
two hours. 

The Sheriff improvised a posse of 50 
citizens, and coming on the scene of 
howling, dancing, singing Slavs, @ 
pitched battle followed around the cross. 
Over a hundred shots were fired, three 
men were wounded and four were ar- 
rested and are held on a murder charge. 
Rabish expired shortly after being taken 
down from the cross, 

Rabish was considered. by a clique of 
miners to be a spy in the service of the 
Pittsburg & Washington’ Coal Co. at 
Avella. As he was leaving the mines 
Friday afternoon he was. seized by a 
mob and draggéd to the edge of the 
town where he was made: a sécond 
Stephan, being stoned almost into in- 
sensibility before rescued by «Supt. C. 
E. Neiser. Four men were arrested for 
this and ‘fined. $100 ‘edch. | 

Friday night the mob gathered again, 
and, after imbibing beer and whisky for 
several hours, marched through the 
town crying “death to the traitor.” 

oward morning’ Rabish's’ house ‘was 
sufrounded. Several of the leaders en- 
tered, dragged him from bed and turned 
him over to the mob, which. carried 
him to the scéhe of his former assault. 

Rabish was stripped and a crown of 
thorns, placed on his head, was pressed 
into his flesh till blood covered his 
naked “body, while he screamed for 
mercy. Mine timbers were hastily fash- 
foned into a rude cross, and Rabish was 
hoisted to its top with ropes. After 
his limbs were securely fastened, hugh 

pikes were driven through the palms 
of his hands, and the orgy of song, 

oots, bruises and knife cuts began.

Experts to Show Cyanide 
Caused Death of Swopes

smelis like fresh peaches, but the odor 
is death. *s ; 

One drop of prussic acid on the tip of 
the tongue kilis as instantly as a bolt 
of lightning. 

Because prussic acid is even more 
volatile than chloroform, its presence 
can rarely be detected after death. Ifa 
tall man lets a drop fall from his hand, 
it will evaporate before it reaches the 
floor, according to toxicological experts. 
In the stomach of a cogpse where death 
has been caused by cyanide there fre- 
quently are small lesions, similar to 
those due to tye poisoning. The lining 
has a reddish appeatance. The hips 
and legs of the victim sometimes are 
splotched with red. 

Deaths from pure. cyanide of potas- 
sium usually result in from one to 
twenty minutes. The first symptom is a 
tightening of the throat, sometimes fol- 
lowed by* nausea and vomiting. The 
head is thrown back and the teeth are 
clenched, the eyes are fixed and staring 
and the limbs are rigid and trembling. 
The symp)oms of the person are thus 
G@escribed in a noted volume called, “A 
Text Book of Legal Medicine and Toxi- 
cology,” edited by Dr, Frederick Peter- 
son and Dr. Walter Haines. Dr. Haines 
will be one of the experts for the prose- 
cution in this case. 


Cyanide of potassium ranks third 
among the drugs used in committing 
suicide in Europe. Statisties show that 
between 1882 and 1892, 426 persons killed 
themselves with it: In the same time, 
286 Americans ended their Hves with it. 
This drug has been used 31 times in 
the United States for murder, accord- 
ing to the criminal records.

Miss Houlehan told how ‘a similar 
convulsion seized Margaret Swope, sis- 
ter of Chrisman, 2 minutes after she 
had taken a capsule prescribed by 
Hyde. She said Dr. Twyman arrived 
during the spasm and gave Margaret a 
potion which brought on nausea. The 
ejecta from Margaret’s Stomach was 
saved and is part of the evidence 
against Hyde. 

Miss Houlehan told how Dr. , Hyde 
gave. Stella Swope, sister of Margaret, 
a box of candy a week before she be- 
came ill of typhoid fever. The usual 
period of incubation of typhoid ,germs 
is seven days. On cross-examination 
she said she did not see Stella eat any 
of it. Both nurses told of the iliness 
of Margaret, Stella, Lucy Lee and 
Sarah Swope, of a guest in the home 
and three employes there, from typhoid 
fever. The state charges that Dr. Hyde 
put typhoid culture into the drinking 
water. On cross-examination, it was 
brought out that the plumbing was un- 
der repairs, There are eight indictments 
against Hdye on charges of poisoning 
with typhoid: germs. 

With the exceptions noted, t:.e cross- 
examination did not shake the testimony 
as to the points here set forth.

Beer Is cities Cooled. 

Three bartenders, wearing overcoats, 
hats and. gloves, served beer which no 
ice had chilled. <A, C. Stuever, owner 
of the park, his head sunk fn his ulster 
collar, stood in the theater ahd silently 
contemplated its emptiness. Overcoated 
attendants stamped their feet at the 
ice cream and soda water stands, which 
no one passed without a shudder. 

“The Mountain Ride,”’ one of the new 
scenic railroads, thrust its snow-capped 
peaks into the air, and, every nook and 
cranny of the artificial range was dust- 
ed with white.

“There inhéres i the State, “however, 
certain sovereign Powers, among which 
powers is that TE artnet as the po- 
lice power, wha when broadly stated, 
is that power of the State which re- 
lates to the conséryation of the health, 
morals and general’ Welfare of the pub- 
lic and the property rights of the citi- 
zen are always held and enjoyed sub- 
ject to the reasonable exercise of the 
police power by the State. If this stat- 
ute can be sustained it must be sus- 
tained, we think, as an exercise of the 
police power.

“That to reduire a woman to stand 
upon her feet for more than ten hours 
ip any one day and perform severe man- 
ual labor while thus standirng, day after 
day, has the effect to impair her 
t.ealth.”’ : 

The decision continnes: 

“As weakly and sickly women can- 
not be the Mothers of vigorous children, 
it is of the greatest importance to the 
public that the State take such meas- 
ures as May be necessary to proiect its 
women from the consequences induced 
by long, continuous manual labor in 
those occupations which tend to break 
them down physically. — 

Would Serve Public Interest. 

“It would therefore seem obvious that 
legislation which limits the number of 
nours which women shall be permitted 
to work to 10 hours in a single day’ in 
sich employments as are carried on. in 
mechanical estadlishments, factories 
and laundries would tend to preserve 
the heatth of women and insure th? 
production of vigorous offspring by 
them and would directly conduce to the 
health, morals and gencral welfare of 
the public and tha such tcgisiation 
would Tall clearly within the police 
pewer of the State.”

Senator Has Suggestion for 
Freeholders or the 
Legislature. 


Senator Thomas E: Kinney, who is 
mentioned as a candidate for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for Congress in the 
Twelfth District, is in favor of a Mu- 
nicipal Shylock for St. Louis.

aside $100,000, which should be loaned 
in small sums to needy persons. Rules 
of business should direct the loaning of 
this money. A borrower should either 
have a salary or security. No loan 
should be made for a greater amount 
than the weekly. salary of the borrower 
or 60 per cent of the value of his se- 
curity. If a man earns $20 a week, his 
loan should be limited to that amount. 
If his watch is worth $% his loan should 
be limited to $15. 

“I think 2 per cent for the dine of 
the loan, which should necessarily be 
short, should be sufficient. This 
would not interfere with the banks 
in any way. The banks will not loan 
money to. the persons who would ben- 
efit by this. 

“I want it understood that I do not 


believe money from the fund should 
be available for every Tom, Dick and 
Harry. ‘It should be @ fund which 
would enable the honest. steady citi- 
zen, whose residence and job were 
certain, to borrow a small amount. 


“There should be provision for coi- 
lecting money from those who fall to 
pay promptly. The power should he 
given to the city to sue on @ man’s 
wages, or if he puts up security it 
should be forfeitable to the city atthe 
end of a specified time and the right 
to dispose. of the security to satisfy 
the loan should be given. 

“T believe 2 per cent is enough in- 
terest. My idea is not that the city 
should make money bythe bureau. =I 
would have a section incorporated thet 
if 2 per cent left a balance over the 
expense of conducting the bureau the 
interest rate should immediately be re- 
ducea to the per cent estimated as the 
cost. of conducting the business.”

Paine, the cherished friend and bi-

Ossip Gabrilowitsch, rode with Claude, 
the faithful butler, and old Katie 
Leary, the housekeeper, on the front 
seat.

Many players have other business inter- 
ests and dbject to spending six weeks 
training, without pay, when the time 
might be profitably occupied. Their 
contracts require them to report at a 
Stipulated time before their salaries be- 
gin, and special laws provide heavy 
fines for failure to do so.’ Recently laws 
have been enacted by the commission 
to prevent players from engaging in 
games out of season, the club owner de- 
siring.. to retain* absolute control over 
players for. the 12 months of the year. 
The complaint of the players is not so 
much against baseball law itself as 


; against the manner in which ‘it is ad- 


ministered, and against the custom of 
not allowing the detendant player an op- 
portunity to present his side of thé case 
either to the president of his own league 
or to the National Commission. The 
player who has failed to report to his 
club in the spring or violated (perhaps 
technically) some fractional part of his 
contract, finds himself in trouble. His 
Case is taken up behind cloged doors by 
the National Commission ‘and. he is 
fined without a chance being given him 
to present. a defense, or to offer an 
explanation. A club owner, wlio is 
called before the court, is told to pre- 
pare a defense against the charge which 
has been made against him: Frequently 
the commission, or une member of it. 
} States weeks in advance of a hearing 
what the decision will be, and that be- 
fore consulting other members of the 
commission. 

The demand of the players is for an 
impartial court of three or five men 
not vitally interested in baseball, men 
who have no basebal! connestions, espe- 
clally no financial ones. The players de- 
sire that this court shall codify and 
print all existing laws, and submit them 
to all members of the agreement for 
ratification. Finally, they demand that 
the court shall sit openly at stated in- 
tervals to hear causes, and take the evi- 
dence on. both sides.

If he got as far as the old French City, he might 
conclude to go further, and explore the rivers of 
Florida, in which event he would have to. brave 
the waters of the Gulf of Mexico for a stretch to 
the east coast of Florida, where *- would find 
fine winter cruising. 

Having got that far, he might as well swing 
around the circle and go home by way. of New 
York, after having exhausted the waters con- 
tiguous to that country, Going up to New York 
he could take the inside passage, running in still 
water behind islands, ac.oss bays, up rivers, along 
canals, and not be in per’! of: rough water all the 
way, with the exception of 40 miles on the Atlan- 
tic Ocean, a matter of half a day’s run. 

From New York back to St. Louis. by way of 
the Hudson River, the Erie Canal, the lakes and 
rivers, would not be a d‘fficult trip for the, now 
well-seasoned, cruiser, 

As a matter Of fact, according to Dr. Phillips, 
there is no spot on the map fo happily situated 
as St. Louis for the man who owns a cruising 
power boat. 

This being the case, it is not a matter. of won- 
der that power boating flourishes in St, Louis. 
Added to this, however, is the fact that this city 
is the midport for all craft from the north and 
éast on its way to the gulf, and for southern boats 
on their way to the great lakes, and the average 
non-boating person would be surprised at the 
number of such visitors that tie up at our docks 
in the course of a season for rest, recreation and 
supplies.

They are after the 1911 regatta of the 
Mississippi Valley Power Boat Association, which 
controls racing from St. Paul to Cairo, and which 
will attract speed boats from England, France 
and Italy,.as well as the fastest boats in New 
York and other parts of the East, by the prizes 
which will be hung up for competition. 

This year the races will take place at Peoria, 
which city is boat-race mad, July 4 to 6. This 
easily overshadows any power boat racing event 
to be held in the East, and is attracting attention 
in New York, as well it may, for in the 40-foot 
class free for all, the winner stands to win $4000. 
The Dixie II, a 39-foot 11-inch boat, just one inch 
under the official measurement for the big race, 
and the fastest boat in the world, which can cut 
through the water at the rate of 38 miles‘an hour, 
will be seen in a special event.

QO FRESHEN carpets, sprinkle coarse salt 
and sweep carefully, removing every 
particle of salt.

To brighten colors in a carpet, 
wipe it with a solution of alum 
water, being careful not wo have 
the cloth too wet. 


Wiping the carpet with a solu- 
tion of salt’ and water removes 
the dust, and brightens the 
colors, 


Grated Irish potato peel scat- 
tered over the carpet and care- 
fully swept off, will revive deli- 
cate shades without injury. 


Dampened bran or cornmeal 
sprinkled freely over the carpet, 
then carefully swept, will cleanse 
it well, 

When a carpet becomes musty, 
spread it on the grass or clean datnp earth, 
and leave it out all day. The next day turn the 
right side up. Cover with a thick sprinkling 
of dry salt, and leave in the hot sun for about 
eight hours, then sweep it once with the nap, 
and once against it. 

The faded pattern of a carpet may b-~ re- 
stored by going ‘over it vith good dyes, put- 
ting them on with a small .uint brush. Aft- 
erwards wipe the pattern with a m'xture of 
vinegar and water to set the colors.

Rvs should never be shaker by the end, 
and be careful when beating them not 
to break the warp. It is »est to clean them 
by sweeping them as you woul’ a carpet. 


' Matting. 


ATTING should be cleaned by wiping it 

with a cloth wrung out in salt wa- 

ter. It preserves the fiber, and keeps it from 

turning yellow. The de»p ctear color can be 

restored to mstting that has faded, by wash- 

ing it-with a strong solution-of soda and 
water. 

Grease spots can be taken out of matting 
by covering the spot with French chalk and 
saturating it with berzine. When the ben- 
zine becomes dry, brush off the chalk. 

Fiber Ruga. | 
O CLEAN fiber rugs, wash with a solu- 
tion of. water, borax rd white soap, 
and rinse well in clear water 

Five cents’ worth of muriatic acid (which 
is an active poison), added to the rinse water 
will restore blue color. 

A good cleaning mixture for carpets and 
rugs is made of four ounces of good white 
soap, dissolved in boiling water. When cool 
add five ounces of ammonia, two and one- 
half ounces of alcohol, two and one-half 
ounces of glycerin, and two ounces of chloro- 
form or ether. Do not allow any kind of 
fire to come near this mixture. 

To clean a carpet, take a teaspoonful of 
the mixture to a pail of tepid water, and 
wipe the carpet with it, going over it aft- 
erwards with clear water. 

Another tried recipe is: ‘Three gallons of 
water, two bars ,of white soap, five centa’ 
worth of borax, five cents’ worth. of salt- 
peter, one-half pint of ammonia. Heat the 
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Folk who move should rise carly and feed your family. 


water, shave in the soap, add borax and 
sdltpeter, and boil until everything is dis- 
solved. When it has ceased boiling, add the 
ammonia, and use the liquid as warm as the 
hand can bear it. Then serub the carpet as 
you would the floor, a small space at a time, 
with a soft scrubbing brush, using only 
one-half of a bucketful at a time, so _ that 
the water is always clean and fot. Take the 
wooden e of the scrubbing brush or the 
back of a long knife to scrape up the water 
left on the surface before it has time fo 
soak, through and make the carpet too 
damp. 
Renovating Curtains. 
USLIN and curtains of cotton weaves 
should be soaked in cold. water from 
12° to 24 hours to remove coal smoke and 
soot. The water must be ehanged until no 
grime is left to float on the surface. Wash 
in hot water and soap, squeczing instead of 
rubbing. Repeat the washing in another 
bath of hot water and soap, rinse, and soak 
for half an hour in warm water. 

If there is no ecdlored design in them, dip 
in bluing water and starch with a thin mix- 
ture of starch that has a little taleum pow- 
der stirred into it before slightly boiling. 
Squeeze out, and put on stréetcaers or iron 
dry. 

Never soak dirty curtains In hot water, as 
it will set the dirt in them so that they will 
remain gray, and cannot be bleached after- 
wards. , 

Lace curtains should be soaked first, as are 
cotton curtains, then wash in a sdds of white 
castile soap and a little borax. De not rub 
between the hands, but scrub gently with a 
soft scrubbing brush. Rinse in clear water, 
to which a little borax has heen add 
squeeze between the hands carefully, and put 
on stretchers. 

Curtains may be tinted cream color py add- 
ing an ounce of yellow ochre to two ounces 
of starch before mixing it in the usual way 
with boiling water. 

Ecru net curtains should be pinned taut 
upon a sheet spread on the floor. Then rub 
into them with a complexion brush, as much 
flour mixed with one-tenth the quantity of 
borax: that. the mesh will hold. Lecve this 
for two days, covering to keep out the dust. 

Unpin, hang them in the wind, and brush 
out the powder. 

Colored curtains should be sent to the 
cleaners, as they are difficult to do success- 
fully at home. If colors re fast, rinse first 
in cold water, then tn hike werm suds, and 
rinse. In the last rinsewater put a little 
acetic acid to brighten the colors: While 
washing, be careful to keep the curtains in 
motion to prevent the colors from running 
into each other, or blending into the whit». 


Cleaning Blinda. 

INEN blinds can be cleaned by laying 

them flat on the floor, and rubbing with 
powdered bath brick. When they are merely 
dusty, spread them flat on the floor, and rub 
with hot cornmea) with a circular motion tin- 
til the whole shade has been gone over. Then 
remove all dust and meal with a soft dry 
brush. 

To wash Holland linen blinds: Boil two 
handfuls of bran in a quart of water, and 
strain through muslin. Boil a secord time to 
provide a bran water for rinsing. Cool the 
bran water by adding a quart of cold water. 
Wash the blinds with tho first bran water. 
rinse in the second, and then in clear water. 
Put through the wringer, and iron on the
